Regarding the 103(a) rejections of claims 9,1 1-12, and 24 under Chaum in view of Epstein, Applicant appears to attempt the 103(c) 
exclusion principle. However, Examiner notes that such an attempt does not overcome the rejection because it has not been seasonably 
presented. Examiner notes that the 103(a) rejections under Chaum in view of Epstein were not contested in the Remarks submitted 
1/9/06, responding to the non-final office action mailed 8/9/05. 

Regarding the 102(b) rejection of claims 1 and 22 under Chaum, Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant presents the following argument: Chaum does not teach projecting a plurality of colored light beams onto the 
screen. Examiner entirely disagrees. Chaum discloses that projectors (see 10 and 12 of Fig 1) project colored light beams onto a screen 
Further, Chaum discloses that "positive" and "negative" images can be punched out from an original full color film image, and the missing 
image information can be supplied by the video projector (12 of Fig 1) such that the protection area is unrecognizable or invisible on the 
screen to someone in the audience (e.g. Col 6, lines 50-57). However, Chaum teaches a method that may have value against 
surreptitious in-theater filming. For example, a camera may only capture a "positive" alert message, and not a "negative" alert message 
(e.g. Col 7, lines 31-37). 
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
